Junk Dealers and Scrap Metal Processors – Required Records 2 

 

FOR the purpose of altering the requirements for records that certain junk dealers 3 

and scrap metal processors must keep for each purchase of certain junk or scrap 4 

metal in the State; providing that certain provisions of law do not apply to 5 

certain transactions; providing for the designation of primary law enforcement 6 

units; preempting providing that certain rights of certain counties and 7 

municipalities are not preempted by certain provisions of this Act; superseding 8 

providing that certain laws of certain counties and municipalities are not 9 

superseded by certain provisions of this Act; providing for the applicability of 10 

the record keeping requirements; providing for the form and contents of the 11 

records; requiring that certain records be kept electronically; providing for the 12 

submission of certain records to certain law enforcement units under certain 13 

circumstances; providing that certain provisions may not be construed to 14 

require junk dealers and scrap metal processors to incur certain financial 15 

burdens for complying with certain record submission requirements; 16 

authorizing certain law enforcement units to issue certain waivers under 17 

certain circumstances; prohibiting junk dealers and scrap metal processors from 18 

purchasing a catalytic converter except under certain circumstances; 19 

prohibiting junk dealers and scrap metal processors from purchasing cemetery 20 

urns, grave markers, and certain other items except under certain 21 

circumstances; authorizing State or local law enforcement personnel to request 22 
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information from certain records under certain circumstances; authorizing a 1 

State or local law enforcement agency to issue a certain hold notice under  2 

certain circumstances; exempting certain items acquired from certain entities 3 

from certain record and reporting requirements; authorizing certain law 4 

enforcement personnel to enforce this Act; establishing certain penalties; 5 

altering a certain definition; making this Act an emergency measure; and 6 

generally relating to junk dealers and scrap metal processors. 7

    5. THE NAME AND ADDRESS OF THE INDIVIDUAL 21 

FROM WHOM THE JUNK OR SCRAP METAL IS ACQUIRED; 22 

 

    6. THE DATE OF BIRTH AND DRIVER’S LICENSE 23 

NUMBER OF THE INDIVIDUAL FROM WHOM THE JUNK OR SCRAP METAL IS 24 

ACQUIRED; AND 25 

 

    7. IDENTIFICATION INFORMATION ABOUT THE 26

SCRAP METAL PROCESSOR TO INCUR A SUBSTANTIAL FINANCIAL BURDEN TO 32 

COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS PARAGRAPH. 33

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 [(c)] (D) (1) A State junk licensee may not barter, buy, exchange, or 1 

accept from a person any junk or scrap metal unless the State junk licensee keeps 2 

records and makes entries in them in accordance with Part II of this subtitle. 3 

 

  (2) A STATE JUNK LICENSEE MAY NOT PURCHASE A CATALYTIC 4 

CONVERTER FROM AN INDIVIDUAL UNLESS THE INDIVIDUAL, AT THE TIME OF 5 

PURCHASE, PROVIDES IDENTIFICATION AS: 6 

 

   (I) A LICENSED AUTOMOTIVE DISMANTLER AND RECYCLER 7 

OR SCRAP METAL PROCESSOR; OR  8

LOCAL GOVERNMENT SPECIFICALLY AUTHORIZING THE INDIVIDUAL TO 16 

CONDUCT THE TRANSACTION.  17 

 

 (E) STATE OR LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL MAY REQUEST 18 

INFORMATION FROM THE RECORDS REQUIRED UNDER SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS 19 

SECTION PURSUANT TO AN INVESTIGATION OF A SPECIFIC CRIME INVOLVING 20 

THE MATERIALS LISTED UNDER § 17–1001(E) OF THIS SUBTITLE. 21 

 

 (F) THE RECORD AND REPORTING REQUIREMENTS OF SUBSECTION (B) 22 

OF THIS SECTION DO NOT APPLY TO AN ITEM THAT IS ACQUIRED FROM:  23

  (2) A UNIT OF FEDERAL, STATE, OR LOCAL GOVERNMENT; OR  25 

 

  (3) A COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISE WITH WHOM THE JUNK DEALER 26 

OR SCRAP METAL PROCESSOR HAS ENTERED A WRITTEN CONTRACT.  27 

 

 (G) (1) IF A STATE OR LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY HAS 28 

REASONABLE CAUSE TO BELIEVE THAT JUNK OR SCRAP METAL THAT IS IN THE 29 

POSSESSION OF A JUNK DEALER OR SCRAP METAL PROCESSOR IS STOLEN, THE 30 

LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY MAY ISSUE A WRITTEN HOLD NOTICE.  31 

 

  (2) THE WRITTEN HOLD NOTICE SHALL: 32 
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   (I) IDENTIFY THE ITEMS OF JUNK OR SCRAP METAL 1 

ALLEGED TO BE STOLEN AND SUBJECT TO HOLD;  2 

 

   (II) INFORM THE JUNK DEALER OR SCRAP METAL 3 

PROCESSOR OF THE HOLD IMPOSED ON THE ITEMS OF JUNK OR SCRAP METAL; 4 

AND  5 

 

   (III) SPECIFY THE TIME PERIOD FOR THE HOLD, NOT TO 6 

EXCEED 15 DAYS.  7

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act is an emergency 24 

measure, is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public health or safety, 25 

has been passed by a yea and nay vote supported by three–fifths of all the members 26 

elected to each of the two Houses of the General Assembly, and shall take effect from 27 

the date it is enacted.
